It is to be regretted that these figures show a substantial 
net loss of 45 for the Templar year just ended, which re- 
flects a similar net loss by Grand Sense Ey totalling 254, 
the largest net loss in a generation. Only Commanderies 
out of 50 made their quotas for the year. Twenty-four Com- 
manderies had fewer petitions than for each of the proceedin 
2 years, while only 6 showed an improvement. Boston Comman- 
dery ranked 4th, with 25 of which 20 were knighted. 

An interesting statistic is comparison of the total number of 
Knights Templar in Mass. & the total number of 32° Masons. 
As of June 1950, which marked the close of your Recorder's 
term as Grand Commander there were 264 more Knights Templar 
in the Commonwealth than there were 32° Masons; as of Aug. 
10, 1962 (a year ago) there were 5386 more Scottish Rite 32° 
Masons than Knights Templar. For the 12 year period Templary 
showed a net gain of but 1261, as compared with a gain of 7911 
in our sister Rite,-a ratio of about 1 to'6. Various reason 
are given for this alarming trend. One reason is the lack 
of cooperation among the individual York Rite bodies; amothe 
is the almost indefensible length of time required to comple 
degrees in the Royal Arch Chapter, and the Council of Royal 
and Select Masters,-especially the Chapter. But one obvious 
weakness is the failure by membership committees, & especiall 
individual Sir Knights, to interest, cultivate, & encourage 
brethren in their respective Blue Lodges to complete the rea 
story of Masonry in the York Rite. 


Fortunately we have 12 candidates elected who have not yet 
received the orders. With the recent trend of deaths, sus- 
pensions, and dimits it is plainly evident that the Sir Kts. 
of Boston Commandery must organize and work, if we are to 
sustain our proud position as not only the oldest & best but 
the largest Commandery of Knights Templar in New Eneland. 


Financial: Unpaid dues as of September 1, 1963: 71 Sir Kts. 
owed $951. This compares with September 1 1962 when 47 
owed $692; September 1, 1961 when 60 owed 9013 and Sept. 1, 
1960 when 79 owed $1139. Delinquents as of September he
